J.2 . (S/Rel  China)  Embassy  is  requested  to  advise  appropriate 
PRC  officials  that  Washington  is  prepared  to  conduct  the  next 
round  of  the  U.S. -China  Nonproliferation  Dialogue  to  further 
advance  the  joint  agenda  we  agreed  upon  at  the  successful 
August  2007  Nonproliferation  Dialogue  (ref  A-C)  and  the 
constructive  nonproliferation  discussion  that  took  place  at 
the  June  2008  Security  Dialogue.  The  U.S.  proposes  that  the 
dialogue  be  held  at  the  Director-General  level,  with  ISN 
Acting  Assistant  Secretary  Patricia  McNerney  representing  the 
U.S.  side.
